"Such installations, though un- 


der the jurisdiction of the coastal 
state, do not possess the status of 
islands. They have no territorial 
sea of their own and their presence 
does not affect the •delimitation of 
the territorial sea of the coastal 
state."

President Eisenhower has used the veto power 


sparingly. 
The first session of Hit Kircl Con- 


gress actually passed -so few bills that had lie 
been so disposed to do so, the duel Executive 
would have been hard put to express disapproval 
of the law-making braneh of government 


It is different in the session which came to a 


close last week end. And the President lost no 
•time in vetoing a measure 
which Congress 


passed notwithstanding warnings at the time the 
bill was under consideration that it would meet 
up with presidential veto. 
The President will 


have the better part of the argument with Con- 
gress. It had approved a 5 per cent pay in- 
crease for a million and a half federal workers, 
including postal employees, 'but had neglected to 
provide an increase in postal rates to furnish 
the revenue necessary to ofiset the department's 


increased money needs. The President pointed 
out in announcing Ins veto that the pay bill 
would add an additional $1I'J million to the cost 
oi upcr.iting the Post Oliiee Department, which 
in the current hscal year faces a deficit ol SI'M) 
million. Mr. Eisenhower added that .since JIM.";, 
the accumulated postal deficit had reached the 
.staggering total of $1 billion.

Nebraska Income Decline 


A reported 3 per cent per capita income de- 


cline in Nebraska in 1953 by comparison with 
the preceding year, J952, one of the four of 48 
states in the Union to reveal that trend, could 
be explained without too much effort. 


It goes back to the farm, the chief source of 


•Nebraska income. In the last half of 1SJ53, farm 
'rnmmnriity prices were declining consistently 
from July on through December. 
The other 


states affected adversely were Iowa. Kansas and 
Idaho. The case of Iowa is not so clear as that 
of Nebraska because our neighbor to the east in 
addition to its magnificent agriculture has a 
very substantial, flourishing industry. And Kan- 
sas directly to the south not only looks to 
agriculture but in terms of mineral wealth, its 
oil production is a great help in stabilizing the 
•economics of Kansas. 


What should concern Nebraskans, and par- 


ticularly Nebraska's representatives in Congress, 
is not the 3 per cent decline in per capita in- 
come that took place in the closing s;x months 
,of 1953 but present-day conditions. Idaho and 
Iowa do not figure seriously as wheat-producing 


Ot Men And Things

> Come the opening of September, and A. II. 
'DeLong will retire as Otoe County agent, a post 
,y-hich he has held continuously for 361/- years in 
;faithful service to the rural homes of that com- 
munity. 


We have the notion that one of the unsung 


heroes of Nebraska agriculture is the county 
, agent. His job calls for the most exacting qual- 
ities—a capacity to deal %vith all kinds of people, 
•a genuine human understanding, a gift of tact, 
and a thorough knowledge of the problems 


within a county itself. There 
was a time—although obvi- 
ously Mr. DeLong was for- 
tunate to escape some of the 
experiences that befell oth- 


ers—when the county agent was not the most 
'popular of men. 
In his continuing efforts to 


•teach better methods of farming or to improve 
the status of the farmer, frequently he bumped 
into ancient prejudices deeply rooted in the 
soil. Men who had been farming for years had 
followed certain practices all of their lives, and 
although those practices may have been poorly 
-adapted to the land, yet it was not an easy mat- 
.ter to persuade or convince them that they 
•should change. It is different now. The county 
•agent generally is recognized .as the invaluable 
public servant he is, and not only as recognized 
but more and more the rural areas come to rely 
upon him, to depend upon his judgment, and to 
iook to him for leadership. 


Contribute Much 


To Farming 


In personal qualities this one man who has 


served his county longer than any other county 
agent in .Nebraska was admirably equipped for 
the job—a friendly, neighborly man. outwardly 
easy-going but with definite and clearcut ideas 
of his own. His career in Otoe County covers the 
"era which has seen the greatest progress made 
.In the enrichment of rural life. As Mr. DeLong 
recalls it, while care of the land always was of 
deep concern to the fine farmers of Oloe County, 
the soil conservation program as we know it now 
actually got under way in the early 'thirties. 
And during that time—during a time first of 
very serious drought and later a chain of years 
•involving a wet cycle, frequently years of seri- 
'bus flooding—there were very few counties in the 
state which applied sound soil conscrvUnn pol- 
icies more successful than Otoe. 


Mr. DeLong feels that a building constructed 


some 15 years ago in Syracuse providing quar- 
ters for the varied agricultural activities in 
Otoe was perhaps the most important step taken 
during his long service there. It is the rallying 
quarters for the 4-H club activities. It brings 


together other special- 
ized groups and inter- 
ests on the farms, a 
sort of clearing house to 
give form and order to 


all the agricultural undertaking in the county. 
2\Ir. DeLong wul be succeeded by Richard J. 
Crom, a young man •who for the past two years 
has served as assistant for DeLoiic He will be 
the second man to fill the post of county agent 
since the office "was established in Oioe County 
37 years ago. a unique record which we beiieie 
cannot be duplicated in any other county in the 
•state and a record which in itself constitutes a 
remarkable tribute to Mr. DcLong's years of 
labor.

Nebraska's two representatives in the Senate 


and a portion ol its House delegation supported 
the flexible price support program advanced by 
Secretary Benson. The decline in per capita in- 
come in this state in ]953 ought to serve as 
notice to those Nebraskdris that their vote was 
a vote against the pocketbook interest of the 
people of this state. We daresay that the figures 
for 1954 will give even more cause for complaint 
from the rural areas of this state. 


A Decision Not Final 


In theory the U.S. Supreme Court exists to 


settle disputes, but in practice it does not always 
work out that way. A good example is the 
renewed controversy over the court's 10-week-old 
decision that broadened federal control over 
natural gas from the interstate pipelines to the 
well heads themselves.-It means-that federal- 
regulation applies not only in the interstate dis- 
tribution of natural gas but is to include the 
source itself although gas wells remain in the 
states wherein they were drilled and do not go 
traveling from state to state. 


The progress of the question will be interest- 


ing as well as important and the question itself 
is one of delicate involvements as has been 
every previous question involving the extent of 
the federal regulations as against the sovereginty 
of the states and the privileges of free enter- 
prize. The question is one in v.-hich the extremes 
must both lose in favor of a wholesome middle 
ground for certainly free enterprize cannot be 
carried to the point of economic anarchy nor 
should federal sovereignty go beyond a healthy 
ordering of the national fabric. 


The Supreme Court did its duty in a decision 


that formalized the question according to exist- 
ing law and precedent but the final answer will 
proceed from the heavy and sustained clash of 
-real but conflicting interests. 


Reading The Figures 


National prosperity, statistical reports show, 


is dwelling mostly in the field of construction 
right now. There have been declines in agri- 
cultural income and in non-defense industry. 


A part of the strength in construction can be 


traced to the administration's easy money pol- 
icy through FHA—a general liberalizing of loan 
terms and a lowering of the down payment on 
a new home. Another help has been the federal 
Reserve's lowering of bank reserve require- 
ments. 


These factors have combined to stimulate 


building but they havp also lengthened the 
risk and it doesn't follow that home builders 
have achieved prosperity by increasing their 
borrowings. 
They only have made a heavier 


gamble on their future welfare. The administra- 
tion's easy money policy will only remain sound 
if general prosperity continues. 
So the statis- 


tics at this time only say that the Americans 
are willing to take a chance, not that they are 
raking in the fat pots.

In fact, the company and the Com- 
munist-led union made exactly the 
same legal moves before the labor 
board.

The raid at Marrakech followed

General Francis LaCoste and the 
Pasha of Marrakech who is El 
Glaoui. leader of the Berber tribes 
who helped to bring about the re- 
moval by the French of former 
Sultan Mohammed Ben Youssef. 
El Glaoui has long advocated a 
"strong hand" in suppressing the 
terror growing out of the demand 
of Arab nationalists for indepen- 
dence and his insistence on action 
has been a source of irritation to 
Lacoste. 


The latter"? position is extremely 


delicate as he undertakes to strike 
a balance between the vaned 
forces striving for supremacy in a 
land still largely feudal in its 
political and social outlook- 


Firs! in importance among these 


forces are the wealthy French 
•A hose interests extend from Mor- 
OCTP back ir.to France itself, in- 
icrlockinc with powerful interests 
Ihere.

est outbreak occurred last week, 
the casualties are reported by re- 
liable sources to have been much 
larger than the 14 or lo dead listed 
by French authorities. According 
to one source they ran into the 
hundreds. 


What one hears from the Arab 


elements is an angry murmur. A 
threatening and ominous sound. 
One is told quite casually by a 
French taxicab driver who takes it 
rather humorously that he has 
heard Arabs say that no European 
shall be left alive in Morocco after 
they have risen. 


While Mendes-France could fly 


dramatically to Tunis to talk di- 
rectly with the leaders of the in- 
dependence movement there, no 
such hopeful beginning would seem 
io be possible in Morocco. There 
is no one to talk to. All the lead- 
ers of the Istiqlal. or independence 
parly, are in jail or in exile. 


What is mon- important. Ihr 


Tsticlal represents only a part of 
thr country, chiefly Ihp Arab rlr- 
uicnls in the cities. . It is fiercely 
opposed by El Gianni and hi* Ber- 
bers in the areas slill largely tri- 
bal in their war of life. 


In deposing Sultan Ben Youssef 


a year ago, the French gave the 
nationalists a rallying point and 
the turbulent mobs hold up his 
picture in a frenzied Icon worship 
and they offer their- prayers on 
holy days an his name rather than 
in the name of the present sultan. 


Yet to try to restore Ben Yous- 


sef. as the Mendes-France gov- 
ernment seems to have at one time 
considered, would touch off a Ber- 
ber uprising of formidable pro- 
portions.

WASHINGTON—A Harvard pro- 


fessor, no doubt well-meaning, re- 
cently undertook to study the per- 
mutations and combinations of the 
•voting 
in 
Massachusetts 
down 


through the years. Sen. McCarthy 
couldn't possibly take a dimmer 
view of him than some Democrats 
do because, they say, he has handi- 
capped them in their effort to un- 
seat Sen. Leverett Saltonstall this 
fall. 


What 
the Harvard 
professor 


concluded was that people of Ita- 
lian descent in the^Bay State were 
asserting their voting strength ever 
more importantly and that, in no 
time at all, the Irish would be on 
the outside looking in. The timely 
point is that the Democratic nomi- 
nee for Senator is State Treasurer 
Foster Furcolo from the Italian 
side of the street. 


Gloomy Democrats declare that 


the Harvard report was widely 
circulated, possibly by Republi- 
cans, and that the Irish, on whom 
all depends, may decide they are 
not going to cooperate in any po- 
tential loss of their own political 
advantages. Then, too, in Boston 
especially, the Irish have always 
shown a fondness for Saltonstall 
and other codfish aristocrats. 


Furcolo. a Yale man—college 


and law both—asserts that he also 
has Irish blood in his veins and 
that he has entire confidence of 
all Democrats. A vigorous mem- 
ber of trie House for two terms, 
he expects to make a hard cam- 
paign. 


Democrats generally say it wi'l 


be a "real, close race"' in a state 
where personalities are always im- 
portant and where they still shake 
the rafters harder for the mention 
of Al Smith than for Franklin 
Roosevelt. 


Repyblicans believe that Salton- 


stall has been pulling up. 
The 


pro-Taft forces which beat Henry 
Cabot Lodge in 1952. they point 
out, will not give "Salty" trouble. 


Senator Saltonstall himself, as he 


seeks his third term, remains 
something of a puzzle to Washing- 
ton, which had expected a great 
deal on the basis of his ancestry 
and education. That excess of some 
quality—good or bad—which marks 
the active senators seems to be 
left out of him. He has been com- 
pletely overshadowed even by his 
very junior colleague. Democrat 
John Kennedy, who was elected 
only two years ago. 


Ke was whip under Sen. Taft— 


still is—but the late senator passed 
him over when he hand-picked a 
successor for the majority leader- 
ship. His reputation is good, yet 
it is well known the Senate did 
not let his committee. Armed Sen-- 
ices, conduct the Army-McCarthy 
hearings because they feared he 
could not keep a strong hand on it. 


The White House has been doing 


all it can lo help Saltonstall, 
through shipyard contracts and 
other patronage. The President can 
be expected to show up in Mas«a- 
chuscJts. 


At one point Sen. Saltonstall, in 


reply to a question, said he would 
be glad to have Sen. McCarthy 
come into the state. McCarthy is 
believed by Democrats to have a 
rather substantial following there. 
Now Sen. SaltonstaH's position on 
that issue appears to be like that 
of the man who said be was still 
a Democrat—very still. 


In his previous two campaigns, 


he has been fortunate in his oppo- 
nents, both of them obscure Demo- 
crats who did very little cam- 


paigning. This year he will not be 
that lucky, he will have to work 
for his job.

#To date, Furcolo has not re- 
treated from his public declara- 
tion that the Liberal 
Americans 


for Democratic Action should now 
disband because liberal leadership 
in the Democratic party was now 
safely entrenched. The ADA roared 
back in protest—but they have no 
place else to go.

"There's been a lot of discus-

upon and it probably will be 
kicked around for quite a while. 
It's pretty much at the discus- 
sion stage yet." 


The compromise, proposed by- 


Guy Meyers, New York financier, 
who played a major role in con- 
verting the Nebraska Power Co., 
of Omaha to the Omaha Public 
Power district, generally runs like 
this: 


The Platte Valley Public Power 


and Irrigation District at North 
Platte would pull out of the Ne- 
braska Public Power system and 
take over the territory west of 
Grand Island, buying the retail 
electrical system now operated in 
that area by Consumers Public 
Power District. 


Loup Pull Out 


The Loup River Public Power 


District, the other partner in the 
NPPS, would also pull out and 
operate its hydro plant, selling to 
a new Nebraska Public Power 
District which would be organized 
to serve the territory between the 
proposed Platte Valley system and 
the Omaha Public Power district. 


With the information of the. new 


district the NPPS and Consumers 
would-pass out of existance. The 
new district would take over Con- 
sumers retail facilities in eastern 
Nebraska and the NPPS generat- 
ing plants at Bellevue and Lincoln. 


Rural Electric groups would buy 


either from Platte Valley or the 
proposed new Nebraska District. 


Should this or some other com- 


promise be worked out it might 
cut short the long drawn out court 
action aimed at blocking the NPPS 
plan to build a new power genera- 
ting plant. Both NPPS and Con- 
sumers decided to build plants 
when they failed to agree on which

Council leaders commented later 
that it illustrated the difficulty of 
the Assembly's undertaking. 


Night Session 


The Assembly met in a night 


plenary session to nfceive reports 
of studies by a commission on ac- 
tivities of women in the church, 
and its departments on youth and 
ecumenical study. 


Dr. Mils Ehrenstrom of Sweden, 


director of the Council's Study De- 
partment, suggested creation of a 
permanent ecumenical center for 
study and research. He urged that 
individual churches provide them- 
selves with more adequate facil- 
ities for interchange of information 
and ideas on unity. 


Mile. Madeline Barot of France, 


secretary of the Assembly's Com- 
mission on the Life ;ma Work of 
Women in the Church, '•old the 
delegates, "For some reason wom- 
en seem to have an even more 
intense desire for unity, wor.'d 
Christian fellowship and mutual 
help than do men." 


She suggested that churches ac- 


cept the cooperation of women to 
a fuller extent and in more varied 
ways. She also proposed that the 
Council "foster an ecumenical out- 
look in women's organizations of 
the various churches and coun- 
tries." 


Perhaps 
the 
most . significant 


move was launching by the Assem- 
bly's six divisions on policy of 
their meetings to formulate state- 
ments of church Council principles 
in their separate fields. These are 
faith and order, evangelism, social 
questions, international affairs, in- 
tergroup relations and the laity. 


There also was a panel discus- 


sion at which accredited visitors 
discussed publicly the tensions of 
international politics as they ap- 
plied -Ui Ciu'istian aims: 


There, Francis B. Sayre, one- 


time U.S. High Commissioner in 
the Philippines and former U. N. 
delegate, said "We can never beat 
communism 
t h r o u g h military 


force, but there can be no con- 


ciliation between communism anc 
Christian ideology." 


But a church leader from the 


Communist world, Bishop John Pe- 
ter of Hungary, answered "yes' 
to the written question submittec 
to him by newsmen: "Can Christ- 
ianity co-exist successfully with 
communism?" 


Sayre said "the belief that we 


can get along without God is so 
destructive that Christian commu- 
nities have to defend themselves 
against communism for the pres- 
ervation of Christianity."

liberately misrepresented to the 
public with such obviously intend- 
ed malice that no explanation 
seem? rational but that the power 
of some of -the major foundations 
and their sycophants 
is truly 


great." 


Alfred Friendly, acting manag- 


ing editor of the Post and Time 
Herald, defended his paper's cov 
erage of the hearings, saying, "W 
stand back of the accuracy anc 
objectivity of our reporting anc 
the fairness of our editorial com 
ment." 


The New York Times and the 


Herald Tribune had no -lomment 


Reece said he never before has 


seen "a better organized smea. 
campaign against a congressiona 
committee nor such wanton distor 
tier of the facts by the public 
press.' 


And he added that it is "obvious

The positive proceed- 
ings, he said, will follow these 
lines: 


1. Court-martial of those against 


whom the Air Force can obtain 
evidence of specific offenses.

2. Thorough investigation of the 


civilian records of all those sus 
pected of Pachuco membership. If 
the Air Force establishes that they 
concealed criminal records in en- 
listing, 
dishonorable 
discharges 


will be meted out. 


3. Undesirable discharges will be 


sought for those not qualifying for 
punishment in points 1 and 2. 


4. All other suspects will be kept
